S.R.O. 208. — Whereas the draft Byelaws Jo amend the 
Secunderabad Cantonment (Compulsory Vaccination) Byelaws, 
1970, was published with the Notices of the Cantonment 
Board No. 3843 dated the 24th October, 1973 and No, 4330 
dated the 23rd November, 1973, as required by sub-section 
(1) of Section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 

1924), (hcicinafter referred to as the said Act) for inviting 
objections or suggestions from the public within sixty days 
from the date of (he said notice ; 

And whereas the said Notices were put up on the Canton- 
ment Board Notice Board on the 24th October, 1973 and 
23id November, 1973, 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board before the said 
date ; 


And whereas the Cential Government have duly approved 
and confirmed the said draft Bye-laws, as required by sub- 
section (1) of section 284 of the said Act ; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(2) of section 282 and section 283 of the said Act, the 
Cantonment Board Secunderabad hereby makes the follow- 
ing Bye-laws to ^mend the Secunderabad Cantonment (Com- 
pulsory Vaccination), Byelaws, 1970, published with the 
notification of the Government of India, in the Ministry of 
Defence No, SRO 157 dated the 12th April, 1971 namely: — 

1. Short title and conunencement. — fl) These Byelaws 
may be called the Secunderabad Cantonment (Compulsory 
Vaccination) Amendment Byclaws, 1974. 

(2J They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of Bye-law 4. — In the Secunderabad Can- 
tonment (Compulsory Vaccination) Bye-laws, 1970, for bye- 
law 4, the following byelaw shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“4. Fee for Vaccination.— No fee or remuneration shall 
be charged by any public Vaccinator for any vacci- 
nation performed or certificate given under these 
bye-laws”.
